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NEEDS  OF  THE  ROOSEVELT  HOSPITAL 


The  Trustees  appeal  to  the  friends  of  the  Hospital  for  a con- 
tinuance of  the  splendid  aid  and  support  which  they  have  had 
in  the  past.  To  maintain  the  work  of  the  Hospital  and  to 
increase  its  usefulness,  it  is  necessary  to  increase  the  endowment 
fund  and  to  spend  much  money  in  new  construction. 

Under  the  Will  of  the  Founder  the  Trustees  received  what 
was  at  that  time  a very  large  and  generous  endowment  and 
planned  the  work  in  accordance  with  the  funds  at  their  command. 
Since  then  they  have  received  many  very  generous  gifts  from 
those  who  appreciated  the  work  they  were  doing. 

The  generous  support  given  us  by  our  friends  has  enabled  the 
Hospital  to  attract  leading  members  of  the  medical  profession 
to  the  care  and  treatment  of  our  patients.  A continuation  of 
such  generous  support  is  necessary  to  maintain  our  position  as 
a medical  charity. 

The  Trustees  have  endeavored  to  conduct  the  Hospital  without 
continual  drives  for  money,  limiting  their  activities  to  what  could 
be  done  with  the  money  in  their  hands.  They  earnestly  desire 
to  continue  this  policy  and  through  the  generosity  of  the  friends 
of  the  Hospital  they  have  been  able  to  accomplish  much. 

During  the  last  three  years  the  Roosevelt  Hospital  has  spent 
over  $1,725,000  on: 

A nine  story  fireproof  pavilion  for  all  ward  cases. 


A new  boiler  house  and  boilers. 

Changes  in  the  old  Medical  Pavilion. 

Renewal  of  old  plumbing. 

Equipment  for  new  pavilion. 

The  Hospital  plans  new  construction  and  changes  to  include: 

A larger  nurses’  home. 

A new  administration  building. 

A new  out-patient  department. 

Additional  private  and  semi-private  accommodations. 

This  new  construction  will  require  at  least  $2,000,000.  Minor 
changes,  urgently  needed,  to  provide  an  infirmary  for  sick  nurses, 
additional  facilities  in  the  Syms  Operating  Theatre  and  other 
changes  are  estimated  to  cost  $200,000. 

The  present  new  pavilion  and  changes  have  added  92  beds  to 
the  Hospital  accommodation  and  the  increased  cost  of  running 
the  Hospital  in  1924  was  $115,000. 

The  Hospital  appeals  to  its  friends  for  gifts  both  for  construc- 
tion and  for  endowment  to  increase  its  work  and  maintain  its 
standard  of  service.  Gifts  may  be  either  designated  for  use  in 
the  general  purposes  of  the  Hospital  or  to  be  held  in  a permanent 
fund  to  produce  income  for  the  Hospital. 

In  1924  a Theodore  Roosevelt  Memorial  Fund  was  established 
with  initial  gifts  of  $35,000.  Gifts  of  $10,000  for  this  Fund 
have  since  been  received.  The  funds  in  this  memorial  will  be 
permanently  invested  and  the  income  used  for  the  general  pur- 
poses of  the  Hospital.

THE  ROOSEVELT  HOSPITAL 


Founded  under  will  of  James  IT.  Roosevelt  was  incorporated 
by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  passed  February  2nd,  1864.  It 
occupies  the  block  of  ground  between  58th  and  59th  streets 
and  9th  and  10th  avenues,  and  has  erected  thereon  suitable 
buildings,  which  furnish  accommodations  for  three  hundred 
and  seventy-seven  patients.  It  was  opened  for  the  treatment 
of  medical  and  surgical  patients  November  2nd,  1871.  The 
Ambulance  Service  was  established  in  1877  and  discontinued 
in  1909.  The  Out-Patient  (Dispensary)  Department  was 
added  in  1881.  The  Gynaecological  Division  was  separated 
from  the  Medical  in  1888.  The  McLane  Operating  Room,  the 
gift  of  Dr.  James  W.  McLane,  in  memory  of  James  W. 
McLane,  Jr.,  for  the  use  of  the  Gynaecological  service  was 
opened  in  1890.  The  Wm.  J.  Syms  Memorial  Operating 
Theatre,  the  bequest  for  which  was  obtained  through  the 
efforts  of  Dr.  Charles  McBurney,  was  erected  in  1892.  The 
Private  Patients’  Pavilion  was  erected  in  1896,  and  the  Train- 


ing  School  for  Nurses  was  organized  the  same  year.  The 
Accident  Building  was  erected  in  1898,  providing  in  the  first 
story  for  treatment  of  emergency  and  accident  cases,  and 
in  the  second  story  a Medical  Ward  (opened  in  February, 
1899),  known  as  The  Catherine  A.  Bliss  Ward  for  Sick 
Children — the  beds  in  which  (12)  have  been  endowed  by  Miss 
Bliss  in  perpetuity.  These  beds  were  transferred  to  the  new 
Ward  Patients’  Pavilion  at  its  opening  in  1924.  A new  Admin- 
istration Office  for  the  Superintendent  was  constructed  and  oc- 
cupied in  1901. 

In  1903  a Recreation  Room  for  the  use  of  the  House  Staff 
was  constructed  at  the  expense  of  Drs.  Seth  M.  Milliken,  Jr., 
and  Fred’k  T.  Van  Beuren,  Jr.,  members  of  the  House  Staff. 

1906 — A new  kitchen,  including  a scullery,  storage  refriger- 
ator, freight  elevator,  vegetable  closets,  coal  bin,  a dining 
room  for  employees  and  a disinfecting  room.  Alteration  of 
the  old  amphitheatre,  providing  a lecture  room  for  the 
Training  School  for  Nurses,  and  furniture  therefor,  as  well 
as  bedrooms  for  employees. 

1908 — A new  laboratory  building  was  constructed  provid- 
ing accommodation  for  pathological  and  bacteriological  lab- 
oratories, also  rooms  for  clinical  records,  a new  roof  garden 
adjoining  the  children’s  medical  ward  and  one  adjoining  the 
children’s  surgical  ward. 

1911 — A Nurses"  Home  containing  108  individual  bed- 
rooms, large  assembly,  reading  and  reception  rooms  with  up- 
to-date  appointments,  was  erected  and  equipped  through  the 
efforts  of  Dr.  McLane,  who  collected  from  friends  of  the 
Hospital  funds  for  that  purpose.  Through  the  generosity 


of  Mr.  Walter  Scott,  a large  sun  parlor  was  added  to  this 
building  in  1916. 

1912 — A fireproof  building  was  erected  by  Dr.  Lewis 
Rutherford  Morris  for  the  use  of  the  Harriman  Research 
Laboratory,  where  special  studies  in  metabolism  and  diges- 
tive ferments  are  being  conducted  by  the  chemists  of  that 
staff  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Wm.  Gordon  Lyle. 

1919 —  A new,  commodious  laundry. 

1920 —  -Nurses’  Dining  Room  enlarged  to  nearly  twice  its 
size. 

1921 —  New  Private  Patients’  Admission  Office. 

1922— 1923 — The  completion  of  a modern  fireproof  Ward 
Patients’  Building  accommodating  290  Patients. 

1924 — A new  Boiler  Plant  and  Coal  Vault.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


January  1st,  1925. 


To  the  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES : 


Gentlemen : — I have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  the  fifty- 
third  annual  report  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1924. 

PATIENTS  There  have  been  treated  in  all  departments  of 

TREATED  the  Hospital  36,602  persons — an  increase  of 

1,872  over  the  previous  year— 14,604  in  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment, 16,246  in  the  Emergency  Department  and  5,752  in  the 
Wards  and  Private  Rooms.  The  average  number  of  days  treat- 
ment in  the  Wards  and  Private  Patients’  Pavilion  was  257,  or 
94,013  days  bed  care  during  the  year.  The  average  number  of 
daily  visits  to  the  Emergency  Department  was  45 and  to  the 
Out-Patient  Department  122. 

FREE  DAYS  There  were  3,965  patients  in  the  Wards — an 
increase  of  1,063  over  1923 — and  of  this  number  2,588 — or 
65p2% — were  treated  free.  The  number  of  free  days’  care  given 
was  44,634  or  66%  of  the  total  68,048  Ward  days’  care- — an  in- 
crease of  13,564  Ward  days’  care  as  contrasted  with  1923. 

The  average  length  of  stay  of  each  Ward  patient  was  17  days 
as  against  16  days  of  the  previous  year  and  that  of  each  Private 
Patient,  14  days  as  against  13. 

The  cost  per  day  to  the  Hospital  for  each  Private  Patient  cared 
for  was  $7.11  and  $3.84  for  each  Ward  Patient. 

The  daily  per  capita  cost  covering  all  indoor  patients  of  the 
Hospital  decreased  from  $5.05  to  $4.65  this  year. 

The  daily  per  capita  cost  for  food  for  this  year  was  .508  cents 
as  against  .522  cents  the  previous  year.  These  figures  represent 
the  cost  of  food  supplies  before  preparation. 
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The  cost  of  provisions  was  $125,143.82,  as  compared  with 
$109,277.23  in  1923,  an  increase  of  14^%. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  Hospital  in  1924  was  $677,714.37, 
as  compared  with  $571,539.43  last  year,  an  increase  of  about 

18  y2%. 

The  Operating  Receipts  were  $635,072.59,  as  contrasted  with 
$569,796.08  in  1923,  an  increase  of  $6,527.51  or  11^4%. 

PATHOLOGICAL  In  connection  with  the  laboratory,  a new 
AND  HARRIMAN  department  for  Basal  Metabolism  has  been 
LABORATORIES  established  together  with  a department  for 
the  study  of  the  autonomic  nervous  system,  in  its  relation  to  gas- 
tric ulcer,  low  blood  pressure  and  various  nervous  phenomena. 
Studies  of  the  possible  difference  in  the  fat  splitting  enzymes 
present  in  carcinoma  and  in  normal  tissue  are  being  continued, 
especially  the  study  of  these  ferments  in  ambryonic  tissues. 

Experiments  showing  the  effects  of  feeding  and  radium  on 
cancer  growth  and  the  action  of  different  glandular  products  on 
the  development  of  organs,  have  been  carried  out.  In  the  sero- 
logical departments  the  comparative  merits  of  the  Kahn  and 
Wasserman  methods  are  still  under  investigation. 

X-RAY  The  new  X-Ray  Department  has  just  com- 

DEPARTMENT  pleted  its  first  year  of  operation.  This  year 
has  necessarily  been  a problem  in  organization,  to  adopt  the  rooms 
and  physical  equipment  to  the  increased  volume  of  work  de- 
manded and  to  organize  the  personnel  of  the  Department  to 
expedite  the  work. 

The  table  shown  on  page  30,  gives  the  relative  number  of 
patients  examined,  but  it  does  not,  in  a strict  sense,  represent  the 
true  increase  in  the  activities  of  the  Laboratory.  The  X-Ray 
Department,  with  its  admirable  location,  is  one  of  the  most  active 
centers  in  the  Hospital,  and  the  use  of  the  facilities  of  the  Lab- 
oratory have  increased  beyond  the  relative  increase  shown  in 
the  table. 

The  physical  equipment  installed  is  proving  adequate  to  handle 
the  present  volume  of  work  and  due  care  in  its  choosing  and 
installation  has  been  exercised  to  care  for  future  expansion. 
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During  the  year  the  Laboratory  has  undertaken  to  do  some 
teaching  work  for  technicians — student  technicians  being  accepted 
for  a course  in  practical  work.  These  student  technicians  will 
serve  to  fill  vacancies  in  our  own  as  well  as  in  other  Laboratories. 

A Photographic  Department  has  been  organized  as  a com- 
ponent of  the  X-Ray  Laboratory  and  this  department  is  now 
equipped  to  supply  Lantern  Slides  to  the  Attending  Staff  for 
lecture  work,  and  also  to  supply  prints  for  the  histories. 

HOME  New  quarters  for  the  Bureau  has  been  estab- 

WELFARE  fished,  which  was  formerly  the  doctors’  exam- 

BUREAU  ining  room,  adjacent  to  the  Entry  Clerk’s  old 

office.  By  transferring  the  latter  office  into  the  Reception  Ward 
of  the  new  building,  this  is  now  occupied  by  the  Compensation 
Clerk  for  following  up  Industrial  Clinic  Cases  which  come  under 
the  scope  of  the  “State  Compensation  Act.”  A brief  account  of 
the  Bureau  will  be  found  on  page  34. 

The  Bureau  of  Information  has  been  enlarged,  affording  better 
accommodations  for  the  ready  handling  of  the  mails  and  parcels. 

A new  Double  Position  Switchboard  was  installed  for  an 
interior  telephone  system,  embracing  96  stations,  and  a board  of 
the  public  telephone  from  which  14  trunk  fines  lead  to  the  Central 
Office  of  the  District  in  which  the  Hospital  is  located. 

A Light  Signal  System  for  the  doctors’  calls  is  also  operated 
from  the  switchboard  by  the  telephone  operator. 


A Private  Office  for  the  Directress  of  Nurses  has  been  estab- 
lished, adjacent  to  the  former  office  of  the  Training  School  for 
Nurses,  and  the  latter  has  also  been  remodeled  and  equipped 
with  new  office  furniture  and  is  now  used  only  for  the  officers 
of  the  Training  School. 


New  Class  and  Demonstration  Rooms,  with  a connecting  newly 
equipped  Dietary  for  the  teaching  of  student  nurses  will  soon  be 
ready  for  occupancy,  on  the  top  floor  of  the  Administration  Build- 
ing, which  affords  larger  and  more  commodious  quarters.  These 
were  greatly  needed  in  place  of  the  outgrown  single  room  orig- 
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inally  intended  to  accommodate  about  25  students.  The  former 
Class  Room  just  vacated  is  now  in  process  of  renovation  and 
when  completed  is  to  be  used  for  a sick  Nurses  Infirmary. 

DIET  Our  Diet  Kitchen,  although  in  its  former  loca- 

KITCHEN  tion.  has  undergone  a complete  physical  change. 

This  room,  after  being  remodeled  by  the  builders  of  the  Hospital, 
furnished  with  a new  steam  table,  gas  range  and  a refrigerator 
(connected  with  a branch  from  the  main  line  of  the  refrigerating 
plant)  ; cabinets,  closets,  working  table,  etc.,  have  been  provided, 
all  of  which  has  again  made  this  a thoroughly  modernized 
Dietary. 

The  new  entrance  and  driveway  to  the  Hospital  has  greatly 
improved  the  appearance  of  the  Hospital  and  made  the  approach 
more  easily  accessible  and  convenient  for  motor  vehicles  as  well 
as  pedestrians. 

The  main  kitchen  of  the  Hospital  has  undergone  some  neces- 
sary changes  and  worn  out  equipment  was  replaced  with  new. 
Brass  and  wooden  covered  tables  were  renewed  with  non-rustible 
metal  tops.  New  stock-pots,  ranges,  etc.,  were  installed,  also  a 
new  hood,  covering  the  ranges  and  steam  tables,  provided  with 
an  exhaust  fan  which  serves  to  draw  excessive  steam  or  vapor 
into  the  stack. 

NURSES’  A new  Cafeteria  Service  was  installed  by  the 

DINING  ROOM  Duparquet,  Huot  & Moneuse  Company, 
which  entailed  a cost  of  $3,975.50. 

Repairs  to  the  Nurses’  Home  Roof  were  made  at  a cost  of 
$2,542.83. 

While  efforts  were  made  to  lessen  the  expense  of  the  Hospital, 
the  year  was  closed  with  a deficit : the  excess  of  Hospital  expenses 
over  receipts  was  $52,741.40,  which  sum  again  was  drawn  from 
the  Hospital’s  accumulated  endowment. 

In  order  to  properly  care  for  the  existing  plant  and  conduct 
its  work  upon  an  efficient  scale,  the  replacement  of  this  sum  ex- 
pended which  was  withdrawn  from  the  Endowment,  is  now 
urgently  required  for  the  maintenance  of  the  highest  standard 
of  excellence. 
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The  following  memorials  have  been  made  during  the  year: 


Mrs.  James  Alexander  Scrymser  endowed  a room  in  memory 
of  her  husband ; and  later,  by  subscription,  the  employees  of  the 
“All  America  Cables’’  put  up  a bronze  memorial  tablet  in  this 
room. 

The  Reginald  Brooks  Memorial  Fund,  a contribution  of  $25,000 
by  Mr.  Reginald  Brooks  to  establish  a memorial  in  memory 
of  his  mother,  Mrs.  Josephine  Brooks;  the  income  to  help  defray 
clerical  services  on  the  First  Surgical  Division. 

The  Theodore  Roosevelt  Memorial  Fund,  a fund  of  $35,000. 
It  is  the  desire  of  the  donors  that  this  amount  be  placed  amongst 
the  restricted  endowment  funds  of  the  Hospital  for  investment, 
the  income  to  be  used  for  general  purposes  of  the  Hospital  and 
the  fund  to  be  known  as  the  “Theodore  Roosevelt  Memorial” ; 
the  names  of  the  givers  not  to  be  mentioned.  Additional  gifts 
from  other  persons  are  solicited  to  increase  the  amount  of  this 
fund  and  the  names  of  the  givers  of  any  additional  amount  will 
either  be  recorded  or  held  as  anonymous,  as  may  be  desired. 

Julia  S.  Newman,  by  will,  the  endowment  of  a bed  in  the 
Wards. 

An  endowed  bed  in  memory  of  Charles  Barnett  Grimshaw, 
former  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  from  1907  to  1921.  An 
anonymous  gift  by  one  who  appreciated  the  work  done  for  the 
Hospital  by  our  former  Superintendent.

The  Church  of  the  Incarnation  (Employment  Society)  and  the 
Ladies  of  St.  Thomas’  Church  have  lent  valuable  assistance  dur- 
ing the  year,  sewing  and  making  hospital  garments.

A “Friend”  distributed  $200  in  gold  among  children  of  needy 
families,  recommended  by  us,  at  their  homes  at  Christmas. 

George  Borgfeldt  & Co.  have  continued  their  generous  con- 
tribution of  2 cases  of  toys  for  the  Children’s  Christmas,  to 
whom  we  are  gratefully  indebted. 

By  Col.  Walter  Scott,  a large  package  of  toys  for  the  Chil- 
dren’s Christmas. 

Miss  Susan  Dwight  Bliss  has  generously  supplied  ice  cream 
and  ice  cream  cones  for  the  children  during  the  hot  summer 
months. 

Mrs.  Joseph  B.  Dickson  has  met  the  expense  of  furnishing  ice 
cream  twice  weekly  for  all  Ward  Patients  during  July  and  August. 

Mrs.  Evelyn  Schwab,  150  West  72nd  Street,  took  five  children 
from  our  Wards  to  her  home  and  entertained  them  at  a party 
on  Christmas  Day. 

CHRISTMAS  Christmas  was  celebrated  here  with  fervor  and 
interest.  The  festival  began  on  “Christmas  Eve”  when  trees  had 
been  placed  on  each  Ward  during  the  day,  were  prettily  lighted 
by  electric  lamps.  The  children  were  generously  remembered 
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with  toys,  gifts,  etc.,  and  the  occasion  was  one  which  will  linger 
in  memory  when  the  pain  attendant  upon  their  stay  in  the  Hos- 
pital has  long  been  forgotten.  A choir  of  singers,  composed  of 
pupils  of  the  Training  School,  visited  each  Ward  between  8 and 
9 o’clock  and  sang  appropriate  music. 

For  all  this  help  grateful  acknowledgment  is  hereby  made. 

EXPENSES  Appended  will  be  found  a statement  of  the  re- 
ceipts (page  36)  and  expenses  of  the  Hospital  for  the  fiscal  year. 


The  excess  of  expenditures  presented  herewith,  however,  rose 
and  shows  a marked  difference  over  the  previous  year,  due  very 
largely  to  the  many  renewals  and  replacements  incurred  in  our 
building  program.

The  Commencement  Exercises  of  the  Class  of  1924  were  held 
on  April  29th,  in  the  Syms  Building.  The  Reverend  Dr.  Dwight 
Witherspoon  Wylie  presided  in  his  usual  happy  fashion  and 
Dr.  Charles  North  Dowd,  delivered  a splendid  address  to  the 
Graduating  Class,  after  which  the  diplomas  and  school  pins  were 
presented  by  Mr.  W.  Emlen  Roosevelt,  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 
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It  is  with  regret  that  we  record  the  death  of  five  of  our  gradu- 
ates during  the  past  year — Miss  Margaret  Orr,  Class  of  1899; 
Mrs.  H.  Adams,  nee  Annie  E.  MacNutt,  Class  of  1903 ; Mrs. 
Fonde,  nee  Caroline  Wyman,  Class  of  1904;  Miss  Mollie  E.  Utz, 
Class  of  1912,  and  Miss  Sylvene  A.  Nye,  Class  of  1916. 

The  opening  of  the  new  Ward  Pavilion  with  its  comforts  and 
conveniences  for  patients  and  its  greatly  enlarged  capacity  has 
presented  the  inevitable  problem  of  securing  adequate  housing 
accommodations  for  the  proportionately  greater  number  of  nurses 
required  to  care  for  the  increased  number  of  patients.  Naturally 
the  development  of  new  conditions  in  the  pavilion  is  strongly 
emphasizing  the  need  in  this  direction,  and  although  our  present 
accommodations  have  been  supplemented  by  the  opening  of  eleven 
rooms  in  the  Syms  Building,  our  problem  is  still  unsolved.  It 
would  therefor  seem  a matter  for  serious  consideration  in  the 
near  future  that  a new  and  larger  Nurses’  Home  be  erected  and 
thus  allay  the  pressure  that  is  being  brought  to  bear  on  the  very 
apparent  need  for  more  nurses  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the 
Hospital  according  to  our  established  standards. 

We  are  hoping  that  this  year  will  see  the  completion  of  new 
class  and  demonstration  rooms,  a diet  kitchen  for  teaching  pur- 
poses only,  an  infirmary  and  a reference  library. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  many  friends  of  the  Training  School  who 
have  contributed  so  generously  to  the  pleasure  and  recreation  of 
our  students  during  the  past  year. 

We  desire  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  valuable  assistance 
rendered  by  the  members  of  the  Attending  Staff  and  the  House 
Staff  in  the  matter  of  lectures  in  the  Class  Room  and  for  their 
professional  services  to  the  graduates  and  students  of  the  Train- 
ing School.

TERMS 

Payment  for  account  of  private  patients  required  for  two  weeks 
in  advance. 

If  a patient  leave  before  the  expiration  of  the  period  paid  for, 
a pro  rata  charge  will  be  made  for  the  time  of  stay;  the  day  of 
admission  and  day  of  departure  will  each  be  charged  as  a full 
day,  and  the  balance  will  be  refunded.  The  charge  for  the  room 
includes  board,  divided  attention  of  nurse  and  ordinary  medicines 
and  dressings.  A charge  of  $20.00  will  be  made  for  use  of  the 
operating  room  and  $5.00  for  routine  laboratory  work  for  all 
patients.  Charges  will  also  be  made  for  X-Ray  Exposures,  Path- 
ological Examinations,  Druggist’s  Sundries,  Serums,  Proprietary 
Preparations,  Toilet  Articles,  Bottled  and  Fruit  Beverages, 
Bottled  Waters,  Water  Bottles  and  Special  Appliances. 

Patients  making  direct  application  to  the  Hospital  for  rooms 
are  received  only  as  the  patients  of  one  of  the  Physicians  or 
Surgeons  privileged  to  use  the  private  rooms ; it  is  expected  that 
they  will  pay  to  the  member  of  the  Visiting  Staff,  to  whom  they 
are  assigned,  a fee  to  be  agreed  upon  with  the  Superintendent  or 
with  the  Physician  upon  the  occasion  of  his  first  visit. 

Relatives  or  friends  are  not  permitted  to  occupy  the  room  with 
a patient,  except  in  the  case  of  parent  and  child,  when  $5.00  daily 
will  be  added  to  the  price  of  the  room,  which  charge  will  include 
meals  for  the  parent.  If  requested,  the  Hospital  will  engage  for 
patients,  for  their  exclusive  use,  a special  (graduate)  nurse,  the 
rate  for  which  will  be  $7.50  for  each  twelve  hours  and  her  serv- 
ices will  be  continued  until  the  Superintendent  is  notified  that  they 
are  no  longer  required. 

Valuables  should  be  left  with  the  Superintendent.  Receipt  will 
be  given  for  them.  The  Hospital  disclaims  responsibility  for 
valuables  retained  by  patients. 

Under  a rule  of  the  Trustees,  "No  member  of  the  House  Staff, 
nurse  or  other  employee  shall  receive  any  compensation,  gift  or 
bequest  from  any  patient,  unless  authorized  to  do  so  by  the  Visit- 
ing Committee.”  Any  infraction  of  this  rule  makes  the  employee 
liable  to  immediate  dismissal.

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BUREAU  OF  HOME  WELFARE 

There  have  been  interviewed  in  this  Department  15,030  patients, 
of  which  1,490  were  cases  for  home  care.  1,937  visits  have  been 
made  to  the  homes  of  patients  and  401  visits  to  institutions.  73 
patients  were  referred  to  other  agencies.  1,292  were  given  con- 
valescent care,  and  460  Ward  cases  were  followed  up  to  report 
end  results. 

Through  a “Friend”  we  were  able  to  take  fifty  children  in  a 
special  bus  to  the  Circus  at  Madison  Square  Garden,  and  provide 
them  with  peanuts  and  ice  cream.  This  same  friend  also  sent 
in  flowers  during  the  year,  and  fresh  eggs  and  butter  to  be  dis- 
tributed among  some  of  our  poorer  families. 

We  were  fortunate  at  Christmas  in  having  so  many  dinners 
to  distribute.  Mr.  Vincent  Astor  contributed  27 ; a “Friend,” 
through  Dr.  Alexander  T.  Martin,  gave  dinners  to  22  families 
and  woolen  mittens  and  caps  for  each  child  in  those  families. 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Lewis  S.  Booth  made  Christmas  a very  happy  day 
for  another  of  our  poor  families  by  giving  them  a dinner,  money 
for  coal,  clothing  and  toys  for  the  children.  Another  friend 
distributed  $200  to  families  recommended  by  us ; Mrs.  H.  A. 
Kuhnen  of  Greenwich,  gave  $50  toward  our  Fund,  and  through 
Dr.  Rudolph  N.  Schullinger,  we  received  $20. 

The  Haven  Relief  Fund  Society  has  again,  as  in  former  years, 
made  its  annual  contribution  of  $500,  which  was  distributed  by 
our  Bureau  in  conformity  with  the  aim  and  object  of  the  Society 
by  affording  relief  to  worthy  families  which  have  come  under 
our  care.  A detailed  report  of  the  money  disbursed  was  rendered 
to  Mr.  W.  C.  Moore,  Secretary  of  the  Society.

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EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  BY-LAWS. 


I.  The  Admission  of  Patients. 

1.  Patients  suffering  from  severe  accidents  or  serious  ill- 
ness shall  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital  at  any  hour  of  the  day 
or  night. 

2.  Other  patients  shall  be  admitted  between  9 o’clock  a.  m. 
and  5 o’clock  p.  m.  They  must  apply  in  person  at  the  office  of 
the  Hospital,  when  they  will  be  examined  and  recommended  for 
admission  or  rejection  by  the  House  Physician,  Surgeon  or 
Gynaecologist,  or  their  Senior  Assistants  on  duty ; or,  if  unable 
to  apply  in  person,  they  shall  be  visited  at  their  homes  by  the 
House  Physician,  Surgeon  or  Gynaecologist  on  duty,  or  one  of 
their  assistants. 

3.  Any  member  of  the  Medical  Board  may  send  to  the  wards 
of  the  Hospital  such  patients  as  he  sees  fit,  giving  them  a special 
order  for  admission,  subject  to  the  regulations  of  the  Hospital. 

4.  No  patient  suffering  from  any  contagious  disease  shall  be 
admitted,  except  such  cases  of  emergency  as  require  immediate 
attention;  and  cases  so  admitted  shall  be  placed  in  the  isolating 
room  only. 

5.  There  shall  be  posted  in  the  office  daily  the  number  of 
occupied  beds  in  each  ward. 

6.  Application  for  the  admission  of  patients  living  out  of  the 
city  must  be  addressed  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital 
and  accompanied  by  a certificate  of  some  respectable  physician, 
stating  the  nature  and  probable  duration  of  the  disease. 

7.  If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Superintendent,  ability  to  pay 
exists,  such  charge  as  he  deems  advisable  up  to  $3  per  day  may 
be  made  for  the  ward  patients’  board. 
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II.  Rules  for  Patients. 

1.  Patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital  are  forbidden  to  use 
profane  or  indecent  language ; to  express  immoral  or  infidel  sen- 
timents ; to  play  at  any  game  for  money ; to  smoke  tobacco  in 
the  house,  or  to  procure  for  themselves  or  others  any  intoxicat- 
ing liquors. 

2.  No  patient  shall  be  allowed  to  have  any  book,  pamphlet 
or  newspaper  of  an  immoral  or  indecent  nature. 

3.  No  male  patient  shall  go  into  any  of  the  women’s  wards 
nor  any  female  patient  into  any  of  the  men’s  wards. 

4.  No  patients  shall  enter  the  dead-house,  engine-rooms, 
kitchen,  theatre,  or  any  of  the  attendants’  rooms,  except  by  order 
of  the  Superintendent  or  other  officer  of  the  house. 

5.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  without  permission  of  the 
Superintendent.  When  desiring  to  go  beyond  the  Hospital 
bounds,  patients  must  obtain  a card  from  the  House  Physician, 
Surgeon  or  Gynaecologist,  at  his  morning  round,  stating  that 
he  has  no  objections,  which  card,  when  countersigned  by  the 
Superintendent,  will  serve  them  as  a pass,  and  will  be  good  for 
the  day  upon  which  it  is  given,  but  must  be  surrendered  to  the 
doorkeeper  when  the  patient  goes  out. 

6.  Patients  admitted  to  the  Plospital  must  leave  with  the 
Superintendent  for  safekeeping,  for  which  a receipt  will  be  given, 
any  money  or  other  valuables  they  may  have ; and  in  case  of 
their  failure  to  do  so,  the  Hospital  will  not  be  responsible  for 
any  loss  which  may  occur.  The  clothing  of  patients  will,  if 
desired,  be  cared  for,  but  no  responsibility  assumed  for  loss  or 
damage.  All  clothing  infested  with  vermin,  or  for  any  other 
reason  deemed  unfit  to  be  kept  here,  will  be  destroyed  on  the 
admission  of  the  wearer  unless  removed  immediately  by  his  or 
her  relatives. 

7.  No  patient  may  purchase,  or  solicit  any  attendant  to  pur- 
chase for  him,  any  articles  whatever  without  permission  of  the 
Superintendent. 

No  member  of  the  House  Staff,  Nurse  or  other  employee 
shall  receive  any  compensation,  gift  or  bequest  from  any  patient, 
unless  authorized  to  do  so  by  the  Visiting  Committee.  Any 
infraction  of  this  rule  makes  the  employee  liable  to  immediate 
dismissal. 

All  complaints  should  be  made  to  the  Superintendent. 

8.  Patients  are  admitted  only  upon  condition  that  they  and 
their  visitors  comply  with  the  rules,  and  failure  to  do  so  may 
necessitate  their  removal.
